JEFFERSON CITY, April 8— 
A special Senate-House com- 
mittee of Missouri election pro- | 
ceedures, with recommenda- 
tions of consolidation of polling 
places and ballots “where prac- 
ticable,”’ was called for in a res- 
olution introduced in the House 
today by Representative A. Clif- 
ford Jones (Rep.) of Clayton. 

The committee, five Senators 
and five Representatives, would 
be instructed to make a “com- | 
plete and detailed study of elec- 
tion laws and proceedures and | 
undertake to formulate an hor- * 
monious code to govern all 
elections.” 

One objective of the study 
would be to remedy conditions 
like those that occurred last 
Tuesday in St. Louis county and 
other areas of the state where 
Some voters were forced to go 
to as many as four polling plac- 
es to cast ballot in all elections 
held that day.

The Senate - House group | 
would report back to the next 
Legislature, in 1959, with such 
legislative proposals as it deems 
appropriate to accomplish a re- 
vision of election laws and, 
where practicable, to consoli- 
date polling places, ballots and 
other instruments of election 
in various political subdivisions, 
to the end that a more complete 
expression of choice by the 
electorate may be effected.” 

The committee would be au- 
thorized to create associate com- 
mittees of election officials and 
others and would receive sug- 
gestions from political organiza- 
tions, political science depart- 
ments of educational institu- 
tions and other groups interest- 
ed in election procedures. 

Laws relating to state, coun- 
ty, municipal, school and dis- 
trict elections would be covered 
in the study.

A Greek language program 
broadcast by Moscow raaio re- 
ferred to “American plans for 
the preparation of an atomic 


war.’ 

It said in the “realization of 
these plans an important role is 
attached to the nuclear bases 
set up on the territories of 
NATO member countries.” 

The broadcast quoted mes- 
sages of warning sent recently 
Premier Bulganin to the 
Premiers of: Norway and Den- 
mark on the “dangerous con- 
sequences which such use of 
their soil might have.’ 

Calls Warning Sincere. 

(The United Press said Radio 
Moscow told Denmark tonight 
that its threat to obliterate that 
country if it was the base for 
atomic or missile attacks on 
the Soviet Union was “a_ Sin- 
cere warning.” 

The sincerity of the warning, 
an anonymous Moscow radio 
commentator said in a _ broad- 
cast beamed to Denmark, had 
been distorted by the “reaction- 
ary press.” 

(“Practically every day, NATO 
generals are threatening to drop 
atomic bombs on Soviet cities 
and are feverishly § fanning 
atomic war hysteria,’ the com- 
mentator said. 

(“But when the Soviet Union 
issues a sincere warning about 
the dangers of nuclear warfare 
| these same papers level all sorts 
'of absurd charges against the 
U.S.S.R.”) 

Applies Warning to Greece. 

The Moscow commentator 
broadcasting the 
Greece said: 

“I think what I have said 
about Norway and Denmark can 
also be applied to Greece, be- 
cause the United States intends 
to station atomic formations on 
Greek soil also.

about in the previous year. 


.A second supplemental money 
bill is before the House Appro- 
priations Committee to augment 
current fiscal year funds voted 
by Congress last year. In some 
instances, the extra money is 
needed because of contingen- 
cies which have arisen since last 
year’s money was provided. In 
other cases, the cuts made last 
year turned out to be too deep. 


After the 1956 appropriation 
bills were passed, Congress 
voted pay increases for many 
federal employes. The cost was 
not included in the regular bills. 


Congress also voted for new 
programs such as flood insur- 
ance, for 
measure would appropriate 
$50,000,000. The United Nations 
Emergency Force in the Middle 
East is $6,600,000, an expense 
not foreseen when the 1956 
bills were passed. 


Requests for $202,581,324. 


In its regular appropriation 
bills passed last year, Congress 
claimed an aggregate reduction 
of more than half a biliion dol- 
lars from the amounts requested 
by.President Eisenhower. Al- 
ready this year the House has 
passed one “urgent deficiency” 
bill in which it appropriated 
$335,000,000 for federal agen- 
cies which showed they needed 
more money than Congress gave 
them last year. This measure 
passed the Senate in different 
form and it is now in Senate- 
House conference. 


The bill now being prepared 
by the House Appropriations 
Committee is based on requests 
for $202,581,324 in new appro- 
priations for the present year, 
which runs until June 30.

Meanwhile, the West Berlin 
newspaper Telegraf said Russia 
is planning to establish firing 
bases for missiles with atomic 
warheads in Hungary. 

The newspaper said in a dis- 
patch from Vienna the bases 
would be built near Papa, Ta- 
polea, Hajmasker, and near the 
ne mining center of Pecs. 
All would be in the Hungarian 
province of Transdanubia 
(‘Dunantul), at distances rang- 
jing from 37 to 62 miles from 
the Austrian border. 

At the same time, the East 
German radio claimed a “secret 
agreement” to provide West 
Germany with atomic weapons 
will be signed when Chancellor 
Adenauer visits the United 
States in May. 

The broadcast said the agree- 
ment would cover the delivery 
of tactical atomic weapons to 
the West German army as well 
as the “storing of hydrogen 
bombs” in the Bonn republic. 

In Copenhagen, defense offi- 
cials said that about 100 Dan- 
ish military technicians will re- 
ceive training in the use of 
guided missiles in the United 
States.

U.S, Plans to Send Atomic Mis- 
siles to West Germany. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP) | 


—The United States is reported 
planning to send “dual purpose 
delivery” weapons to West Ger- 
many as well as to other At- 
lantie pact allies under its mili- 
tary aid program. 

Officials said yesterday the 
weapons would include guided 
missiles capable of firing atom- 
ic warheads, and some 200- 
millimeter cannon which fire 
either atomic or conventional 
ammunition, 

These officials said, however, 
they know of no specific re- 
quests for atomic weapons by 
West German Gen. Adolph 
Heusinger. A Frankfurt news- 
paper reported that Heusinger 
has made such a request on in- 
structions from Chancellor Ade- 
nauer and that it was favorably 
received. 

West Germany will be pro- 
vided with such weapons even- 
tually, these officials said, in 
keeping with an American Gov- 
ernment decision announced at 
the Atlantic Pact Council meet- 
ing in Paris last December. 

Such weapons will be strictly 
of the tactical variety for the 
West Germans, it was empha- 
sized, because the West Ger- 
mans, under their rearmament 
réstrictions, do not have the 
means to deliver strategic nu- 
clear weapons.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., April 8 
—Mr. and Mrs. John M. Tuohey 
of Independence, Mo., were 
found dead yesterday in their 
small plane, which had been un- 
reported since it took off from 


St. Louis for Kansas City 
'March 31. 
A farmer discovered. the 


charred wreckage in a muddy 
field one-half mile south of the 
airport here. Chillicothe is 
about 200 miles northwest of 
St. Louis. The plane _ had 
struck the field, turned over 
and burned. The bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Tuohey were burned 
beyond recognition. 

They had taken off from 
Lambert-St. Louis Field without 
filing a flight plan and against 
the control tower's weather ad- 
vice. An intensive search had 
been made by the Civil Air 
Patrol for the plane, a single 
engine Piper Tri-pacer, but the 
spot where it was found was 50 
miles off course. 

Discovery of the plane ended 
one of the CAP’s biggest 
searches in Missouri. As many 
as eight light planes owned by 
business men, farmers and a 
clergyman were in the air hun-

dreds of hours fn the effort to 
find the missing Tuoheys. 
“Ham” radio operators aided 
the CAP volunteers. 

The clergyman who partici- 
pated in the search was the 
Rev. Paul U. Kertz, pastor of 
Immaculate Conception Church 
at Jefferson City. He and others 
checked many reports from per- 
sons who said they heard a 
plane flying unusually low. 

When the missing plane was 
finally found, CAP patrol

BAGE, Brazil, April 8 (UP)— 
Forty persons were killed when 
a Brazilian airliner crashed 
near this provincial town yes- 
terday. 

Victims of the crash included 
Liberato Salzano da Cunha, edu- 
cation minister of Rio Grande 
do Sul province, and his wife. 

The two-engined C-46 was 
carrying 35 passengers and a 
crew of five on a flight from 
Livramento to Porto Alegre. Its 
left engine caught fire just after 
it took off from Bage. 

The pilot tried to turn back 
to the local airfield, but the 
left wing—weakened by the fire 
—dropped off as the plane ap- 
proached the runway. The plane 
plunged to earth.

Wondering About Schools 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The R-7 School Board learned 
Tuesday what every such board 
must sooner or later learn: that 
there is a breaking point in the 
ability to pay a tax levy, beyond 
which the residential property owner 
will not or cannot go, no matter 
how worthy the cause. 

There were several other lessons 
to be learned from Tyesday's voter 
rejection of the $3.96 school levy in 
the R-7 district. If there is a legiti- 
mate need for additional funds to 
administer the school system, all 
available ways of raising such funds 
must be honestly and openly ex- 
plored with a view to finding the 
most equitable instrument. 


For example, I would like to know 
why a bond issue is not preferable 
to a raise in the building levy. I 
would like to know the possibilities 
of revising upward the provisions of 
the state-wide equalization law with 
particular reference to growing 
school costs. 

I would like to know if the school 
board has given more than token 
support to moves for the encourage- 
ment of more business in the R-7 
area in order to broaden the tax 
base. I wonder if any thought has 
been given to county-wide consoli- 
dation of school districts, and if not, 
why not? 

I can only wonder about these 
and other alternatives as there was 
little or no community discussion of 
them to my knowledge. On the con- 
trary, all we got was a statement 
that per capita assessed valuation 
was low in R-7, a fact which merely 
states the problem. 


Our children were utilized to dis- 
seminate such balderdash as that the 
school program, particularly extra- 
curricular activities, would be dras- 
tically reduced and the district would 
lose its triple A rating if the new 
levy were not passed. 


A Citizens Advisory Council be- 
came a claque for the school board 
proposal. -Opposition thinking, in- 
stead of being encouraged to express 
itself, was stifled or arrogantly ig- 
nored as unworthy, almost unpa- 
‘triotic. Even the Post-Dispatch as- 
‘sumed a protective role toward this 
‘and other school boards, editorializ- 
‘ing that “. . . districts have been 
forced to ask for substantial in- 
‘creases in tax rates.” 

Let's get all the facts out on the 
‘table before the next election so 
‘that we can make a considered de- 
cision on how the money needs to 
-be raised, if it needs to be raised.

Unwisdom on Wheels 


Regw@ation of railroads would be seriously 
impairéd by legislation which Representatives 
Harris of Arkansas and Wolverton of New Jer- 
sey are pressing upon Congress. Their propos- 
als would forbid the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, when it prescribes rates, to consider 
the effects on truck, air, or barge lines. 

The railroads would thus be encouraged to en- 
gage in the cut-throat, destructive competition 
that blackened their history in the days before 
they were regulated. 

Other forms of transportation, principally mo- 
tor vehicle, often compete unfairly with the 
railroads because they are not equally well reg- 
ulated. The ICC has recognized this in its analy- 
sis of proposals made in 1955 by President 
Eisenhower's Cabinet Committee on Transpor- 
tation Policy and Organization. It approved 
those of the committee’s proposals which would 
prevent unregulated truck companies from com- 
peting with regulated rail lines. 

A major objective, said the commission, should 
be to bring under regulation those truck opera- 
tions, actually of a public-carrier nature, which 
now escape regulation because they masquerade 
as services of private carriers. 

The proper approach, as the ICC pointed out, 
is to stop destructive competition by the trucks 
—not to let the railroads fight back with de- 
structive competition of their own. Mutually 
exclusive as these two approaches are, the 
Cabinet committee, headed by Secretary Weeks, 
proposed both. 

In that part of its report urging virtually un- 
fettered competition by the railroads, it laid the 
basis for the pending Harris-Wolverton legisla- 
tion. It developed the thesis that railroad 
monopoly as we have known it had ceased to 
exist and that railroad regulation as we have 
known it, having originated to curb monopoly, 
should in effect cease to exist also. 

The ICC objected sensibly that giving the 
railroads virtually a free hand in rate competi- 
tion would put the commission in an impossible 
situation. ICC would continue to bear “the duty 
to establish reasonable rates,” but would. lack 
“power to restrain excesses.” 

Noting that the most important amendments 
to the Interstate Commerce Act since 1887 have 
had as their purpose the placing of restraints on 
excessive competition, the commission wrote: 


The history of transportation regulation 
in the United States shows clearly that un- 
regulated or inadequately regulated com- 
petition may be quite as much of a public 
evil as unregulated monopoly. Full under- 
standing of this fact on the part of Con- 
gress is shown by the evolution of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act. 


We trust that the full understanding men- 
tioned there still persists undiminished in the 
present Congress. The Harris-Wolverton pro- 
posals would go far toward repeal of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act and of railroad regulation 
as a whole, under the guise of amendment. If 
repeal is considered a debatable issue, let us 
debate it openly for what it is.

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A Kind Word for Comic Books 


Somebody has spoken a good word for comic 
books, and not just somebody, either, but the 
Thomas Alva Edison Foundation. This is in 
recognition of the fact that 60 years ago, Thomas 
A. Edison encouraged one R. F. Outcault who 
produced “‘the Yellow Kid,” said to be the first 
comic strip. The Kid was an alley boy who 
never could have known what he was starting. 

Today two’ thousand comic books are sold 
every minute. Some of these are censofed in 
various cities and states, and some are casti- 
gated by public officials, sociologists, and so on. 
But on the theory that good comic books can be 
helpful, the Edison Institute has presented 
awards to “The Story of America,” “The Littlest 
Snowman,” “A Treasury of Dogs,” and “Man 
in Space.” 

No, we have not read them either. But we 
agree that good picture stories for younger chil- 
dren—call them comic books or anything else— 
can serve a useful, happy purpose today. The 
good ones deserve encouragement, even as Mr. 
Edison encouraged the Yellow Kid. 
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Spring, Auto Sales and the Economy 
Spring is here, and the nation’s business 
analysts have turned to focus on the automobile 
industry as it moves into what is traditionally its 
big selling season. Since new car sales are re- 
garded as an important economic bellwether, 
the analysts want to know: How’s business? 

Only so-so so far, according to a report in The 
New York Times. True, sales to date have been 
keeping pace with those of a year ago. But 
1956 was something of a disappointment even 
though it was the fourth best year on record. 
New car inventories now are substantially high- 
er than a year ago, but still well under the 
record 902,000 in stock last May. 

Several trends have developed. There seems 
to be a shift to lower priced models, with Ford, 
Chevrolet and Plymouth accounting for three- 
fifths of all sales. General Motors’s portion of 
the total market has dropped from 55 per cent 
to about 48, while Chrysler has zipped from 14 
to 20 per cent. Ford too has made headway, and 
now has pulled ahead of Chevrolet in the low- 
priced-car sales race. 

If sales begin to spurt in the next few weeks, 
the industry may yet reach the 6,500,000 units 
predicted by the manufacturers (as against 
5,800,000 last year), and everyone will call 1957 
a successful year. 

If not, the economy may be in trouble. The 
storm warning already is flying over the home 
building industry, the farm economy has been 
limping along in a depressed state, and the 
plant expansion boom is leveling. Is deflation 
coming? Auto sales may help provide the answer. 
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One Precinct, One Polling Place 
Any St. Louis county voter can say a hearty 
“Amen” to the proposal of county officials that 
polling places be consolidated. Because towns, 
school districts, fire districts and the state were 
all holding elections in the county last Tuesday, 
some voters wound up going to as many as 
three or four polling places to cast their ballots. 
If.a good many others got discouraged, and 
neglected to vote in some elections after learn- 
ing that they would have to go somewhere else 
to do so, they could not be blamed too much. 
Supervisor Matthews and Election Commis- 
sioners Cole and Eimbeck say multiple polling 
places are indefensible, and we agree. It should 
be possible for a voter to cast his ballot in mu- 
nicipal, state, school and other elections at one 
place. The municipal officials who declined to 
accept the election board's offer to consolidate 
polls voluntarily for this election were let- 
ting inertia override voter convenience. 
Unfortunately it is not entirely a matter of 
habit and inertia. Some school districts, espe- 
cially, insist on holding separate elections, and 
the reason some times is that the ruling clique 
on the school board likes to have bond issues 
and tax rates settled by a tidy little electorate 
conveniently dominated by the clique. But it is 
not consonant with the ideals of democracy to 
hide school elections away in remote places. 


One precinct, one polling place. That ought 
to be the rule for St. Louis county as it is for 
the city and some other jurisdictions in Mis- 
souri. State legislation will evidently be re- 
quired to establish the principle, and we think 
State Representative A. Clifford Jones of Clay- 
ton has a sound idea in proposing a study of 
just how to do it. 
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Dictator Franco vs. Cardinal Segura 

The world has heard a great deal about the 
mistreatment of Cardinals Mindzsenty of Hun- 
gary, Wyszynski of Poland and Stepinac of Yugo- 
slavia under Communist rule. But for some 
reason grave indignities against Roman Cath- 
olic Cardinals in Spain have been much less 
discussed and very little reported from the 
Franco dictatorship. 

Spain’s tyrannical ruler had hardly more 
than overcome the Republican government— 
with indispensable help from Hitler and Musso- 
lini—when he suppressed the pastoral letter of 
the then Cardinal of Toledo, Isidro Goma y 
Tomas, on “lessons of the war and peace.” Then 
in 1940 Franco exiled the Cardinal of Seville, 
Pedro Segura y Saenz. 

Cardinal Segura was one of the most devout 
defenders of prerogatives claimed by his 
church. Early in the Spanish civil war he left 
Republican Spain to join and support Franco's 
side. After the surrender of the Loyalists he 
took part in the re-establishment of the Roman 
Catholic church under the Franco rule. 

Then in 1940, Franco’s regime disregarded 
the wishes of Cardinal Segura in naming the 
churchman to address the throngs at services 
leading up to Easter. The Cardinal, to preserve 
his rights as an Archbishop of the church, sub- 
stituted a clergyman of his.own choice. 

When Good Friday arrived Dictator Franco 
took the leading place in the Holy Procession, 
and as he passed, enthusiastic Falangists, 
dropped to their knees to kiss his feet and 
touch his garments. This spectacle both out- 
raged and distressed Seville’s ardent Roman 
Catholic population. Later that day Cardinal 
Segura went to his Cathedral where he preached 
on “human vanity” and “men enamored of 
power.” Soon thereafter he was put under 
virtual temporary exile. News of it came out of 
Spain belatedly by way of France. 

Cardinal Segura’s death comes at a time 
when Franco seems to be enjoying a new re- 
spectability, almost adulation in official quar- 
ters. But anyone who knows the Franco record 
including what the controversial prelate went 
through at Franco’s hands will be less than en- 
thusiastic. Free exercise of religion does not 
go with dictatorship and Spain's pompous little 
tyrant has proved that Fascism, like Commu- 
nism, can and will interpose its will in the 
realm of religious practices and beliefs. 
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Everybody’s Transit Survey 

Downtown parkers this week ought to resist 
the impulse to throw away the postcards they 
will find under their windshield wipers on the 
parking lot. This one isn’t going to be a fabu- 
lous trade-in offer. It will be a questionnaire 
prepared by the Citizens’ Metropolitan Transit 
Committee, and the purpose is to gather basic 
information on transportation habits and pat- 
terns in the metropolitan area. 

Such information is vital to the Committee’s 
survey, and the survey is vital to the develop- 
ment of a mass transportation plan for greater 
St. Louis. As nobody has a greater stake in 
improving transportation than the person who 
drives into the downtown area every day, he 
will serve his own interest by filling out the 
questionnaire and sending it in. 

Those who don’t do so ought to take a vow 
never to complain again about traffic jams, 
inadequate street space, or parking troubles. 
And what would life be like if you couldn’t 
complain about them? 
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Who Could Oppose It? 

A letter on this page today calls attention to 
the humane slaughter bills now before Con- 
gress. While man’s humanity to man may not 
seem to have improved so very much in the 
past century, certainly his treatment of animals 
has improved, and the proposed legislation 
should be added to his record of decency. 

The House and Senate bills would require 
packers to use stunning instruments, such as 
the captive bolt pistol, or anesthetization, as 
with carbon dioxide, before slaughter of live- 
stock. A good many slaughter houses, including 
some of the largest, still “stick” hogs and let 
them bleed to death, and stun cattle with a 
hammer. This is unnecessarily cruel treatment, 
and sometimes wasteful as well. The Hormel 
Co., for one, has already adopted humane meth- 
ods of slaughter partly for economic reasons. 
The system costs little and saves meat. 

Most of the nations of Western Europe 
adopted humane slaughter legislation long ago. 
If it seems strange to find the United States 
lagging in the treatment of animals, that over- 
sight can be corrected quickly by Congress. 
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So Congress May Know 

The House hearings on a proposal to give 
the TVA authority to issue bonds have already 
suggested at least one conclusion. And 
that is, that information about this agency— 
accurate and pertinent information—needs to 
be more widely disseminated in Congress. 

TVA’s Manager of Power, Mr. Wessenauer, 
apparently did a persuasive job of conveying 
information to Public Works subcommittee 
members. For instance, he showed succinctly 
why arbitrary and artificial limits should not 
be placed on the amount of bonds TVA might 
issue at any one time. Power needs would dic- 
tate the amounts, Mr. Wessenauer pointed out. 
He allayed fears of excessive-sized issues by 
observing that no management would want to 
put itself in a bad light by incurring obligations 
to pay for more money than it needed. 


Education, Too, Has Limits 
President Eisenhower raised an interesting 
question when he asked his audience at the 
National Education Association: 


Might this country not have been spared 
the senseless grief of the War Between the 
States and a just and peaceable solution to 
its causes reached, if there had been more 
men of education, more men of wisdom, in 
positions of leadership and among our peo- 
ple a hundred years ago? 


- With all due respect for the desirability and 
the good of education, our answer would have to 
be “probably not.” The truth is that both sides 
in the Civil War and in the conflict leading up 
to it enlisted men of the highest education. The 
Abolitionist movement was peculiarly an “egg- 
head” affair, finding its strongest inspiration 
among educated people. And some of the most 
skillful defenders of slavery were products of 
the best education the age could offer. 

Worthy as it is, education is not a substitute 
for everything else. It does not automatically 
create wisdom, it does not take the place of 
character and moral conviction, and it does not 
miraculously eliminate differences of principle.

Red China’s Delirium of Reason

There is a Delirium of Reason in- 
side China today which makes the 
western visitor feel deranged, sinful 
and guilty. 

The traffic policeman admonishes a 
reckless cyclist: “You understand, 
comrade, that if you had been killed 
by that truck, it would have been my 
fault?” “I admire your sincerity, com- 
rade.” “It is my duty to the state and 
my responsibility to Chairman Mao to 
prevent the deaths of comrades in the 
street.” “I promise, comrade, to an-» 
nounce and reflect on my error at self- 
criticism tomorrow.” 


Or your guide gently separates two 
brawling children on the street; “Young 
Pioneers do not quarrel in the new 
China,” he chides. 


Or you ask in surprise why the two 
imperial lions have been quietly re- 
stored, within the last few months, to 
their former position at the entrance 
to the old Hong Kong Bank on the 
Shanghai Bund. 


“But why not? We are not super- 
stitious about stone lions.” “‘Well, then, 
why take them away in the first place?” 
“Doubtless there was a reason.” 


Criticize Mao? 


Or you inquire whether Mr. Feng, 
the editor of Chinese Literature, who 
has been lauding the encouragement to 
free literary criticism, would publish an 
article critical of Comrade Mao Tse-tung 
in his next issue. 


“But” —reasonable, if surprised — 
“what possible criticism could validly 
be offered against Chairman Mao?” 


Vice Premier Chen Yun is similarly 
reasonable about a reversion to the free 
market to help correct the mistakes 
which have affected pig, poultry and 
vegetable sales under co-operativism. 


And he is sweet reason itself over 
the growing activities of “secret fac- 
tories” operating quite illegally in rival- 
ry to state enterprises: ‘“‘These secret 
factories are generally engaged in use- 
ful work.” 


The former capitalists are reasonable 
enough to become managers of the 
businesses which they have surrendered 
to the state; the state is reasonable 
enough to pay them 5 per cent on the 
value of their property until a reason- 
able period of transition of seven years 
has passed, 


So She “Volunteered” 


The party is reasonable enough to 
tolerate a loyal and democratic parlia- 
mentary “opposition,” whose spokes- 
man, Mr. Sa Kung-liao, explains that 
the reasonable duty of a reasonable 
opposition is “not to oppose, but to 
consult with, the Communist party and 
so insure long-term political co-exist- 
ence.” 

The Shanghai prostitute is not or- 
dered into the reformatory; she is rea- 
-soned with, by the police and her 
friends and her street committee, until 
—in despair, one imagines—she ‘“vol- 
unteers” reasonably to enter the re-

formatory. This Delirium of Reason has 
helping to produce a stifling atmosphere 
of purity and righteousness, logic and 
virtue, which the rough, carnal western 
visitor finds hard to take. He feels 
guilty if he locks his bedroom door 
behind him; he hastily picks up a match 
which he drops on the stairs; he aches 
to see an offensive drunk on the streets. 
(Literally, the only drunk this corre- 
spondent saw in either Peking, Canton 
or Shanghai was being helped, shame- 
faced, into a pedicab by a reasonable 
policeman, who paid his fare for him.) 


Communism—for the time being, at 
least—seems, indeed, to have become a 
religion for the Chinese, who are nor- 
mally more interested in philosophy 
than religion, and in devils rather than 
a god. This spiritual reaction is a re- 
sult and a projection of the astonishing 
flexibility of Chinese Communist pol- 
icy, of the adaptability and persuasive- 
ness of Chinese Communist leaders. 


Persuasion Only 


No one now is forced to do anything 
in China; he ig persuaded, as a reason- 
able Chinese, to join a united and 
agreed course of acfion, which wiser 
and even more reasonable Chinese have 
designed for him. 

So much for the faithful. For the 
hierarchy, Comrade Mao is the most 
reasonable of patriarchs, and Comrade 
Chou the most reasonable of evangelical 
missionaries. All the evidence makes it 
clear, however, that the hierarchy is far 
from happy over developments in East- 
ern Europe and entertains some skep- 
ticism of the reasonableness of present 
Soviet policy. 

Selfish interest, as well as enlight- 
ened reason, made it certain that Pe- 
king would stand by Moscow; but diplo- 
matic observers in Peking were sur- 
prised by the forge and explicit detail 
of the manifesto of loyalty to “the cen- 
ter of world communism” published on 
Dec. 29. 

It can be taken for granted that the 
voice of Mao Tse-tung, promtigating 
doctrine and dogma for world commu- 
nism, will be heard with increasing as- 
surance-—with or without the cordial 
approval of the Kremlin, 


Dependence on USSR 


But, being realistic as well as rea- 
sonable men, the Chinese will permit 
no breach with Russia; their depend- 
ence upon Soviet aid will probably be 
greater during the second five-year plan 
than during the first. 

The army of Soviet technicians and 
advisers who laid the foundations of the 
northeastern industrial complex have 
now moved west, where development 
plans are even more ambitious. 


It is now accepted by all objective 
western observers on the spot that the 
unknown measure of Soviet aid, in ad- 
vice and materials, has been far greater 
than previously reckoned or suspected, 
and that the Chinese blandly expect it 
to increase still further. As reasonable 
men—and reasonable allies—of course.

the wreck, and to re-enter the holocaust 
as Many as seven times without regard 
for their own lives. 

One of the prisoners expressed the 
feeling of all when he said, “It’s won- 
derful to forget you are in prison. Won- 
derful to be of help, to feel like a man 
again.” 

When society shows as much inge- 
nuity in preparing men for their safe 
release from prison as it does in get- 
ting men in prison, we shall have in 
practical balance better answers to a 
great and growing problem.

Bars That Still Hurt 


GOOD DEEDS MUST BE PUNISHED, by 
Irving Shulman. (Holt, 347 pgs., $3.95.) 


Racial prejudice is receiving head- 
line attention in these days of integra- 
tion in the South. But while the front 
pages focus a spotlight on the prob- 
lems of the Negro citizen; it may be 
easier to forget that other Americans 
encounter bias also. Discrimination 
against the Jew, the Italian, the recent 
immigrant from other lands continues, 
although the social conscience is more 
troubled than in other periods of our 
history. Although the day of the Know 
Nothings, the Ku Klux Klan, and the 
Silver Shirts is ebbing fast away, 
subtle and hidden traces remain. 

This novel by Irving Shulman, who 
wrote “The Amboy Dukes” and “Cry 
Tough,” reminds us that human beings 
still are hurt to a degree unrealized 
by those fortunate enough to belong 
to a prevailing majority. Such psycho- 
logical wounds would outlast physical 
injury; economic 
and social bars 
may cripple the 
soul when the flesh 
escapes. 

Here an Italian- 
American, second 
generation, tells his 
fictional story of 
his college days 
and how he fought 
and won the battle 
of bias there. Go- 
ing from metropol- 
itan New York to 
a small inland cam- 
pus, he first en- 
count such fra- 
cial barriers with incredulity, then 
resentment, and finally solves his im- 
mediate problem by a love affair with 
a “native American” who belongs. 
That such situations are real and poig- 
nant does not lessen the fact that this 
story seems awkward and contrived. 

Unfortunately the author chose to 
tell it in the first person; as a result, 
the boy’s reactions seem sometimes 
completely naive especially when most 
emotional. Over-writing and intensity 
make for unconvincing impact, even 
though they may be suited to the prob- 
lems of youth. 

There is too much prattle on the 
petty side, too much melodrama, and 
not enough maturity. Shulman may 
have personal reasons for feeling 
deeply, but this does not make for ar- 
tistic detachment. The wounds bleed 
and we all are guilty, But reason must 
aid the heart to the eventual solution.

Man’s Love for a Place 


OLD DUTCHESS FOREVER, by Henry 
Noble MacCracken. (Hastings House, 479 
pas. $4.95.) 


According to the dust jacket, Henry 
MacCracken, president emeritus of 
Vassar, was chugging across the green 
countryside of Dutchess county one 
August day in 1910 in his Stoddard- 
Dayton, and he thought “This is my 
county.” Forty-seven years later, he ex- 
pressed his feelings with a warmly 
sympathetic biography of Dutchess 
from its Dutch beginnings in 1609 until 
1812 when its last major boundary dis- 
pute was settled. 

Dutchess county stretches from the 
Hudson river to the Connecticut line 
for some 40 miles in the beautiful roll- 
ing country halfway between New York 
City and Albany.* Many of Dutchess’s 
140,000 inhabitants will find Mac- 
Cracken’s book fascinating, and there 
is fresh material to interest the pro- 
fessional historians, But to someone in 
Missouri or Massachusetts, the book 
has relatively little appeal unless you 
are held fast to the printed page by 
detailed accounts of the changing 
boundary lines between neighbors. 

The book’s reason for being is a 
man’s love for a place and his belief 
expressed with its dedication that “The 
love of anything is the offspring of 
knowledge .. . a complete knowledge 
of all the parts which, when combined, 
compose the totality of the things 
which ought to be loved” (Da Vinci). 

As county histories go, “Old Dutchess 
Forever” rates pretty well.

The best of Russian TV, according to Levine, are 
things like the “Romeo and Juliet” ballet—all four 
hours of it—‘“Porgy and Bess,” and the Boston Sym- 
phony.

All 
criticism follows a general line: Is it good for the 
people? (When you come right down to it, that isn’t 
far from the line followed by the crities in the degen- 
erate capitalist democracies.)

He spoke frankly: “I don’t 
go out much. Occasionally 
around the neighborhood. I’m 
just anxious to go to work.

Then, standing in the dusty, 
child-crowded living room, Ar- 
lie hugged his mother. “This 
is the reason I came home,” he 
told reporters. 

He sniffed. His mother, 
daughter of a Baptist minister, 
whispered, “Stop it.” Arlie 
blinked away his tears. 

He pointed in a sweeping 
gesture 
fields spread over the coal- 
bearing hills near Carbondale 
in southern Illinois, and talked 
of the future. “This,” he said, 
“is my job.” 

His 54-year-old, . epileptic 
father, Daniel, who hasn’t been 
able to do a full day’s wark in 
14 years, told how the farm 
mortgage would be pgid off by 
May, 1957. “After that, me and 
the boys are going to do some 
fixing up.” 

But once again things didn’t 
work out as planned for Arlie 
Pate. He was born, the second 
child of eight, in 1931, and 
grew up in East Carondelet, 
Ill., where his father earned 60 
cents an hour as a State High- 
wap Department employe. 

The former postmaster at 
East Carondelet, Joseph H. Bul- 
cher, said of young Pate: “That 
boy, while poor, had good 
training so far as church is con- 
cerned. I never saw him smoke 
or take a drink, nor did I ever 
hear him swear.” 

Arlie squeaked through 
school — attitude “unsatisfac- 
tory’"—until he was 15, Then, 
explained his sister, Mrs. 
Goldie Sloan, someone broke 
into his locker and took a pair 
of pants and $2. 

He quit, went to work as a 
truck driver in East St. Louls, 
and sent home $10 each week 
from his $22 salary. Jim Nie- 
man, his old boss at Brodhead 
Motors, recalled: “Arlie was a 
good willing worker... a lit- 
tle slow to get the drift some- 
times ... easily led ... He 
hadn’t seen much in his life 
but poverty and hard times.” 

Arlie joined the Army at 
17, went to Korea, was cap- 
tured, -and late in 1953 chose 
Red China rather than home, 
only—he has insisted—because, 
“I was curious... I was never 
a Communist . I wanted 
peace. In the paper factory in 

Tisan where I was a third-grade 
lathe operator, the Chinese did 
most of the heavy work while I 
watched. At night I ran around 
and went to dances and movies 
having a good time.” 

He said later, “I didn’t find 
peace there. I was homesick. 
China was not my home.” So, 
after three years, he crossed 
into Hong Kong with varied 
ideas about the future. 

He had written that he wanted 
“to do the same thing grand- 
father did.” Grandfather was 
his mother’s father, the late 
Rev. John Kelley, who for years 
warned eloquently of “hell fire 
and damnation.” Arlie also 
could seek the religious foot- 
steps of his paternal great- 
grandfather, the late Rev. An- 
thony Pate, who founded Pate’s 
Chapel near Carondelet. 

Besides that ambition, he 
wrote his family, “I am sorry 
for the sadness I have caused 
you and will make up for it 
when I get home.” : 

He arrived home Dec. 6, 1956, 
to the new family farm and the 
welcome arms of hjs mother, 
who explained, “He’s our boy 
and has a place here as long 
as he lives. He is not a bad 
boy. I don’t know why he did 
what he did. I just don’t know.” 

Arlie pitched right into fam- 
ily life. He went to church and, 
with a record 77 persons attend- 
ing, heard the Rev. Lloyd Field. 
ing give a prayer of thanksgiv- 
ing for his return. He cut down 
an evergreen tree for Christ- 
mas. He helped on the farm 
and played with his younger 
brothess and sisters. 

Then one day in mid-January, 
his father showed up at the 
office of Jackson County Sher- 
iff Howard Cheatam. He had 
two black eyes. He sigred as- 
sault charges against Arlie and 
another son, 17-year-old Donald. 
He said, “They jumped me and 
knocked me down three times.” 

Mrs..Pate reported her hus- 
band had started the battle, 
knocking Ariie across the room 
after the boys protested against 
his taking for his own use 
half the money from the sale 
of some cattle.

“I'd buy a second hand car and 
go to the University of Min- 
nesota. I would major in po- 
litical science and psychology 
and minor in history and phys- 
ical science. Then what? I'd 
probably go back to being a 
binder’s helper again because 
I just want to know those things 
for self-education. 

“Sometimes-1 feel as if Fve 
never really been away from 
here. Sometimes I wish the 
whole thing hadn’t happened— 
then I might be a doctor or 
something today. I don’t sup- 
pose I'll ever live it all down, 
but I feel that if I stay in one 
place, I could become a re- 
spected member of the commu- 
nity.” 

Mere than two years ago, 
when writing his mother that 
he had decided to leave Red 
China, he said, “It takes good 
people, strong people with iron 
determination to work out 
what I started. I am sorry to 
say I haven't got it.” 

Now, he said the other day, 
“T just plan to live the best I 
can, as an American and as a 
local citizen. I suppose [I'll 
spend the rest of my life try- 
ing to make as good an impres- 
sion as I can to try to make up 
for what I’ve done.”

E6T'S getting easier now,” 
| saia Richard R. Tenneson, 
“but it wasn’t easy at 
first. I need friends too much.” 
The country-bred, most widely 
publicized turncoat added: “Peo- 
ple in this suburb’ (of Minne- 
apolis) where I live now get to 
know me as Rick first. Then 
later they find out I’m that 
dirty turncoat. When it happens 
the other way around, it's a 
little rough. I just couldn't 
stand being ostracized as I was 
by some people in my home 
town.” 

Tenneson had completed 11 
years of schooling—better edu- 
cated than many other turncoats 
—when he went into the Army 
from his stepfather’s farm in 
the tiny, south Minnesota town 
of Alden. He was still 17 when 
captured in Korea in 1951. 

Almost three years later, and 
despite his mother’s desperate 
headlined flight to Korea to 
dissuade him, he elected to go 
to Red China rather than return 
home because, he wrote, “I love 
peace. I love mankind. I love 
them enough to fight for them.” 

Mrs. Portia Howe, his slim, 
devoutly religious mother, dried 
her tears behind her unglamor- 
ous glasses. “Richard resented 
discipline,” she said. “Perhaps 
I overdid it. Perhaps that is 
where.I made my mistake.” 

The 24-year-old Tenneson 
blames it all on brain-washing. 
“You know,” he explained, “I 
don’t remember a single thing 
about the time I was in:° that 
hospital in North Korea, yet 
when I came out I was as Red 
as could be.” 

The indoctrination wore off 
at a paper mill repair shop in 
north China. He decided, “I had 
to get out and the only place to 
go was home.” He left with 
muddled impressions and 13 
gold teeth put in by a Chinese 
dentist. 

For three months, Tenneson 
worked at home on a book and 
magazine article, as yet unsold, 
Ywhich showed him; he said, 
“How well they had messed me 
up... .and I came face to face 
with all the contradictions.” 

He also had to face being 
somewhat ostracized in Alden, 
and there were somewhat 
strained relations with his step- 
father, Eben Howe. He went 
south to Iowa to work on a 
family farm. “Whatever I did,” 
he said, “they wondered why I 
did it. I had to get out.” 

He returned once more to 
Alden, worked at shelling peas 
and in a junkyard., made Good 

_Samaritan-like visits to families 
of fellow turncoats to prepare 
them for the return of their 
sons, and early this year moved 
away again, this time to Min- 
neapolis, 

The local Binder’s Union sent 
him to a job printing shop and 
stationery store where he now 

is employed as a truck driver 
and bindery helper. Firm owner 
Lester Derholt reported, “The 
name didn’t register at first. 
But Rick’s a nice kid, and gets 
along well. We treat him like 
anybody else.” .

But 
like the other six turncoats who 
came back before him, and per- 
haps the 13 still living in Red 
China, he has some peculiar 
problems—including a job, his 
White Russian wife, and his 
very slight British accent. 

Hawkins was just a boy when 
he became ae soldier and 
marched away from his mother, 
a part-time preacher, from Ok- 
lahoma City and the last semes- : 
ter in high school. Three 
months after he turned 17, he 
was captured in Korea, and 
after the armistice joined 20 
other young Americans in 
choosing Red China rather than 
home. 

“I half-way believed what I 
was teld,” said the 23-year-old 
turncoat, “and we were brain- 
washed and I was afraid.” 

As one of the most intelligent 
of the 21, he was sent to 
“People’s , University” in Pei- 
ping, and advanced rapidly for 
six months until, he said, break- 
ing rigid dormitory rules led to 
his expulsion. The Communists 
also criticized his courtship of 
an orphaned, convent-educated 
White Russian girl born in Har- 
bin. He married her last June. 

He was assigned to work as 
a driver and mechanic in Pei- 
ping and Wuhan. Slowly Ke got 
more and more “fed up,” listen- 
ing regularly on his authorized 
foreigner’s shortwave radio. 

“The strav’ that broke the 
camel’s back,” he said, “was the 
wanton killing by Soviet troops 
—in Hungary. I said to myself, 
‘To heck with all of it,’ and de-

Before entering the Army, of 
the 21, six had graduated from 
high .school and two had at- 
tended college. Eleven of them 
had been working at jobs rang- 
ing from $10 to $100 a week. 
Only three had court martial 
records. 

As the seven who came home 
so amply proved, each of them 
had his own private, deep-hid- 
den reasons, his private prob- 
lems and his own brainwashing. 
Yet those often varied private 
causes led each to don the same 
symbolic “turncoat.”

HE oldest dance in Ireland 
T is said to be Finnegan's 

Jig. All along the West 
Coast from County Cork to 
Sligo, this tribal dance from out 
the mists of remote antiquity 
has been tripped as a means to 
express the emotions of cele- 
brants at a christening, a wed- 
ding or a wake, or just from 
sheer exuberance of spirit. 

Down the centuries there 
have been many claimants to 
the title “fastest jigger in Holy 
Ireland,” but as far as I can 
find out the palm was always 
awarded to Lowney Bastable, 
the Playboy from Aran, a cham- 
pion “from infancy to the 
grave.” 

The story I am about to re- 
late I heard entirely from a re- 
tired sea captain. Capt. Kin- 
kaid had once run a small 
coastal steamer from Clew Bay 
to Bantry, across to the Blas- 
kets and the Aran Islands, a 
triangular route. 

One day in the year 1910 
when the captain put into Kil- 
ronan on Aran, he noticed a 
young man dancing a jig, a 
veritable whirlwind of intricate 
steps, accompanying himself 
meanwhile on a fiddle. A large 
crowd had gathered on the quay, 
a farewell party of well-wishers, 
for today Lowney Bastable was 
leaving his birthplace to fare 
forth into the wide world. 

As Lowney knew nothing in 
life except to dance, he had, 
in effect, traded an inarticulate 
tongue for a pair of fantastically 
articulate feet. His tongue since 
babyhood had been “tied be a 
halt on it,” as his grandmother, 
with whom Lowney had lived 
his entire life, often said of his 
shyness! “But the ladeen’s feet 
can talk faster than a starling 
twitters.” 

So — when Grandma Bastable 
died she left a gray woolen 
stocking aclink with 10 golden 
sovereigns, the savings of a long 
hard-working life, to her “danc- 
in’ playboy, may God keep a 
weather eye on ‘im,” and a last 
breath of whispered advice, “Go 
from here out, Lowney, chil- 
deen. Aran’s a bleak, tortuous 
acre. “Tis the mainland fer ye— 
gO away out of Aran.” And died 
on the words. 

From the moment Lowney set 
foot on the quay at Mallarany 
he started to jig, and from all 
I have been able to learn of his 
will - 0’ -the-wisp life, a happy 
one by all accounts, he never 
stopped jigging long enough to 
get a night’s-length sleep. 

At evening, when everyone in 
Mallarany who could walk habit- 
ually took advantage of the fine 
sunsets to stroll along the Pa- 
rade, Lowney fell in love. Quick 
as a flash of lightning can sear 
the heart of an oak. It was 
love at first sight when a little 
Sumatran monkey, hardly big- 
ger than a rangy alley cat, 
caught hold of Lowney’s sleeve 
as he was passing the pitch of 
an organ-grinder. The monkey’s 
owner, having lost interest in 
his occupation, had tethered the 
animal to a cleat let into the 
sea wall and had sloped off to 
quench his thirst in a nearby 
pub. 

Lowney sat down on the sea 
wall and took the affectionate 
little monkey on his knee. The 
little fellow wore a blue jacket 
frogged in cheap yellow cords 
and a pair of red Zouave trous- 
ers hid his spindly legs: But the 
most engaging item was a red- 
and-yellow cap with a shiny 
black-leather visor that had 
“Jocko” embroidered across the 
front of the cap. 

While Lowney was occupied 
in getting acquainted with Joc- 
ko, the monkey’s owner, a dark- 
visaged Lascar sailor from some 
ship in harbor, returned to col- 
lect his monkey and his hand- 
organ. It was an odd thing en- 
tirely — many of the lazily 
sauntering passers-by noticed it 
particularly — that when the 
Lascar sought to lift Jocko to 
his shoulder, the little monkey 
cringed away as frightened and 
tearful as a baby.

So for the price of one 
golden sovereign the bargain 
was struck and Lowney Bastable 
found that he was now set up 
in business as an organ-grinder, 
complete with a monkey in a 
Zouave uniform holding aloft a 
battered old tin cup. 

From this time out the leg- 
end grew. Few persons in this 
world, whatever their station, 
become a legend while yet alive. 
But all Ireland and beyond 
came to hear of Lowney and 
his monkey, Jocko. For how- 
ever adept, swift and vital was 
Lowney at dancing Finnegan’s 
Jig, Jocko was better. Every- 
where the two danced their 
success was uproarious.

LONDON music-hall manag- 
er traveling in Galway of- 
fered a bid for Lowney to 
come to London to jig “on the 
‘alls.”’ 

“No” — Lowney shook his 
head and smiled shyly, a small 
boy’s smile for all his 40 years. 
“I do’na think Jocko ‘ud like it. 
I’m hearing tell there’s danger 
in the streets of London.” 

What Lowney did not tell the 
man from London was the fact 
that he was worried, more mis- 
erably worried than he would 
admit even to himself. Jocko 
was sick. Yes, his treasured 
little Jocko the Acrobat, who 
was his “hearts heart” as well 
as the best jigger in the land, 
was miserably sick. 

But if Lowney thought there 


was danger lurking in the 
streets of London, he failed to 
realize that danger lurks wher- 
ever man treads. Danger is des- 
tiny and destiny is danger. One 
day when it had rained for over 
a week the coast was sodden. 
The fields, the alley cobbles, the 
great flat stones of Eyre Square 
in Galway Old City, where Lown- 
ey and Jocko were dancing at 
a street carnival under canvas, 
were treacherous with the 
slime left by incessant rain. 
Lowney and Jocko, who grew 
more and more listless at his 
tricks there days, were just fin- 
ishing » fast jig. The straggling 
crowd of watchers shouted ap- 
proval; a few flung coppers 
clinked as metal struck the 
stones. Someone shouted, ““Buc- 
ko, give us Finnegan's Jig — 
er are ye too old to tread ut?

Dangerous Electrical Outlets. 


E ARE ALL in favor of 
more electrical outlets in 
the home — assuming that 
there are enough electric cir- 
cuits to carry the load—but we 
don’t care for them in the bath- 
room or near the kitchen sink. 


The reason is that if there is 
an outlet, someone will sooner 
or later plug an appliance into 
it and then sooner or later 
they'll touch the appliance with 
a nice wet hand. Often that’s 
all that’s needed to get you 
away from all these worldly 
worries. 


Electricity can be bad enough 
when it’s all by itself but when 
it combines with water it can 
be even more dangerous to a 
human being. For example, 
when the skin is wet you can 
receive a shock over 20 times 
more powerful than when the 
skin is perfectly dry. 


Many of us today have all 


sorts of small 


portable ap- 


pliances in the kitchen to ease | 


the job of cooking. These are 
wonderful inventions but they 
should never be used near the 
kitchen sink or on the gas range 
or on a wet counter top. Even 
the little radio can be a dan- 
gerous item if handled with wet 
hands and even worse if another 
hand is in the kitchen sink, 
bathroom lavatory or tub. 


Another danger of having 
small appliances near the sink, 


lavatory or tub is the chance | 


that they may be knocked into 
the water where they can cause 
lots of trouble if anyone is in 
there with them. 

So, keep all electrical ap- 
pliances a nice safe distance 
from water and plumbing and 
heating lines as well. Any metal 
surface that is connected by 
metal to the earth makes a 
ground and you'll live a lot 
longer if you avoid ever being 
a part of this circuit.
